Local fruit growers believe that 
the hundreds of thousands of apple 
bearing trees in Adams county will 
be in full bloom sometime next 
week. 
Acres of blooms, millions of trees, 
perfumed breezes in one of the most 
beautiful spots in the United States. 
Where once the roar of artillery 
reverberated through the hills here, 
today hundreds of peaceful farm­ 
houses stand, where live the apple 
growers, who are devoting their lives 
to 
upholding 
Pennsylvania's 
su­ 
premacy 
as 
an 
apple-producing 
state. 
Each mile traveled through this 
picturesque country reveals a new 
historic treasure-trove and in etrrry 
May when the apple trees are in 
bloom, this fruitful region of Ad­ 
ams. 
Cumberland, 
Franklin 
and 
northern York counties is indeed a 
veritable paradise. 
State Ranks Third 
Pennsylvania ranks third in tho 
United States in the value of its ap­ 
ple crop. 
In 1934, Pennsylvania ap­ 
ple growers received $7,700,000 for 
the luscious treasure. 
Local apples are shipped to every 
state in the union and to many na­ 
tions abroad. 
England and France 
each year buy a goodly portion of 
Pennsylvania 
apples at 
premium 
rices. 
Adams county is well designated 
as the heart of the fruit belt in 
Pennsylvania and in apple blossom 
time it offers an especially delight­ 
ful tour Orcliards are located alone 
the foothills of the Ai>palachian 
Ridge which form a natural scenic 
background for the blossoms 
Here 
York Imperials, tile principal va­

offer 
abundant snow-wlute 
blossoms to tire colorful panorama, 
with Bt ayin ans and other varieties 
adding a delicate pink to the pic­ 
ture. 
In Adams county two and a half 
million bushels of apples were pick- j 
ed in 1934 with a m arket value of I 
approxim ately $2,000,000. 
Franklin I 
county accounted for 808,000 and j 
Cumberland picked 197,000 bushels ! 
York produced 440000 bushels of 
apples. 
Apple Blossom Time 
One need not make a long and 
costly Journey from any section ot 
Pennsylvania to enjoy apple blossom 
time in Adams county. 
Adams county apple growers have 
broadcast an invitation to public 
officials throughout the nation to 
visit the county during tile time the 
trees are in bloom and in subsequent 
newspaper articles the exact time of 
blossoming will bi- published. 
Scores of good roads have been 
constructed by the state to make 
this area quickly reached and easily 
traversed. 
A vast network of surfaced high­ 
ways—more than 1,000 miles—pene­ 
trate the valley. Adams county has 
354 miles of surfaced roads, Cum­ 
berland 361 miles and Franklin 453 
miles of fine roads. 
The Lincoln highway, U. 8 Route 
No. 30 the Main Street of Amer­ 
ica— traverses Adams and Franklin 
counties. 
U 8 Route ll from the 
deep south to the tip of New York 
passes 
through 
Cumberland 
and 
Franklin. 
U. 8 Route No. 15 is an 
important route to Washington and 
the south, 
connecting 
Harrisburg 
with Gettysburg through Cumber­ 
land and Adams counties. 
These are merely the main trulls 
tapping this rich and fertile region, 
hundreds of miles of feeder and 
connecting roads reach into the in ­ 
terior of the apple country.

metal to 77.57 cents an ounce. 
His proclamation, effective on all 
silver produced from United States 
deposits today and hen after, added 
more than six cents an ounce to the 
domestic m iner’s income over w hat 
the treasury has been paying and 
world m arkets bidding. 
Tile announcem ent, made by Sec­ 
retary M orgenthau,

Only 4 Rulers Who Welcomed 
George V to Throne Remain 


London, April 25. — Only four of 
the full-fledged sovereigns who wel­ 
comed George V Into the Purple 
Legion remained to toast his .silver 
Jubilee. 


Twenty-five years crowded with 
war, revolution and political 
up­ 
heaval swept away many thrones al­ 
together. Death came to other rul­ 
ers, and their sons or other heirs 
succeeded them. 
Today there remain only Queen 
Wilhelmina of Holland, King Gustav 
V of Sweden, King Haakon VII, of 
Norway and King Victor Emmanuel 
III of Italy, of all the glittering gal­ 
axy who ruled when the present 
monarch 
ascended 
the 
British 
throne on the death of his father, 
King Edward VI. 
Even in England, where royalty Is 
perhaps more strongly Intrenched 
than in any other land, rumbles of 
discontent are voiced from time to 
time by radicals such as the Aery 
M P., Jock McGovern, who biting­ 
ly refers to "this kingdom business.’’ 
Thrones were wobbling even as 
George V drove from Buckingham 
palace to Westminster Abbey for his 
own coronation ceremony nearly 25 
years ago, 
In July, 1909, the Shah of Persia 
fled 
in terror 
when 
Nationalists 
marched on his capital. Five months 
after King Georges accession anoth­ 
er crown tumbled when republicans 
shelled the Necesidades palate in 
Lisbon and drove King Manuel II of 
Portugal into exile. 
In 1913 King 
George I of Greece was assassinated 
after fifty years on the throne. 
Then came the war, changing al­ 
most the entire map of Europe and 


wreaking the greatest havoc among 
crowned heads since the world be­ 
gan. 
Its ‘‘victims’’ included: 
Kaiser Wilhelm of Germany, who 
abdicated in 1918 and fled into exile 
at Doom, Holland. 
Czar Nicholas II of Russia, who 
was overthrown by the Bolshevists 
in 1917 ami assassinated with other 
members of the imperial family. 
King Constantine of Greece, who 
was forced to quit his throne by the 
Allies in 1917. He was succeeded by 


from the bite of his pet monkey in 
1020. 


Czar Ferdinand of Bulgaria, who 
abdicated after hts army’s over­ 
whelming defeat in October, 1918; 
succeeded by his son, Boris II. 
King Nicholas of Montenegro, who 
was deposed in 1918 when the coun­ 
try lost, its identity by 
becoming 
part of Yugoslavia. 
King Otto of Bavaria, who lost 
hts throne when his kingdom, part 
cf tile German empire, became a 
republic on 
the collapse of 
the 
house of Hohenzollern. 
A similar 
fate belt ll King William II of Wurt- 
t< in berg and King Frederick Au­ 
gustus of Saxony.
